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Iran hits Baghdad 
as ceasefire fails 


BAGHDAD, Oct. 5 (Agencies) — Iran 
has violated Iraq's unilateral ceasefire by 
sending its warplanes to raid Baghdad and 
other Iraqi cities, official sources said Sun- 
day. 

Meanwhile, Iraqi troops outside the 
embattled Iranian port of Khorramshahr 
observed a brief ceasefire Sunday morning 
but resumed shelling in response to what they 


Soviets offer aid 

TEHRAN, Oct. 5 (AFP) — The Soviet 
Union is ready to grant military aid to 
Iran, the Pars news agency reported here 
Sunday quoting the Soviet ambassador in 
Tehran. According to the agency, the offer 
was made at a two-hour meeting Saturday 
between Prime Minister Muhammad All 
Rqjai and Soviet Ambassador Vla dimir

said was Iranian fire. 

Troops near Khorramshahr said they stop- 
ped shooting at 5 a.m. in line with the previ- 
ously announced Iraqi unilateral ceasefire in 
die Gulf war nearly two weeks old. But the 
troops said Iranian forces, whose leaders 
have said they will fight on until the Iraqis are 
driven from their soil, violated the ceasefire 
with artillery. Iraqi forces then resumed firing 
about 11.30 a.m. 

Reporters in the area saw a battery of 
about eight 1 30- raillit meter Soviet- made 
howitzers stationed just north of Khorram- 
shahr firing intermittent salvoes at Iranian 
artillery positions south of the city. Hidden 
nearby in groves of palm trees vje re hundreds 
of military vehicles, including tanks, trucks 


and anti-qircraft missiles. 

Iraq claimed early in the war that it had 
captured Khorramshahr, but Sunday Awad 
Rarnzi, commander of Iraqi forces at the 
western approaches of the city, said there was 
still house-to-house fighting inside the city. 
“ We now occupy the port," he told reporters. 
"But if s a very big town and some of the 
Iranians are still there.” 

In a briefing on the Baghdad bombing, a 
high-ranking Iraqi official read a statement 
that said: "The Iranian side has not observed 
the ceasefire which was called for by the Ira- 
qis as of this morning. Iranian warplanes 
mounted two raids on Baghdad. 

“The Iranian airforce commander is insist- 
ing on proceeding with its air adventures, 
sending Iranian planes to raid Baghdad and 
other dries, despite the enormous losses he is 
suffering.” 

The statement said the Iranian air force has 
lost half of its planes and that Iraqi forces had 
shot down 70 per cent of the jet fighters Iran 
has sent on raids into Iraq. 

The offidai would not answer questions 
about whether or not Iraqi forces would 
retaliate, but Iraqi Defense Minister Gen. 
Adnan Khairallah said Saturday that any 
movement of Iranian forces during the 
unilateral cease-fire would render the truce 
“null and void.” 

The statement said Iraq also had informa- 
tion that there were severe shortages of flour 
and other foodstuffs and fuel oil in Iran. It 
said revolutionary guards were washing 
anti- Khomeini slogans from the walls of 
Tehran buildings every morning. Ayatollah 
Ruhollah Khomeini is Iran's revolutionary 
leader. 



Kuwait decrees conscription plan 


KUWAIT. Oct. 5 ( Agendes) — Provisions 
for dedaring a state of emergency if neces- 
sary in Kuwait were published here Sunday. 

A decree promulgated by Kuwaiti ruler 
Sheikh Jaber A1 Ahmad A1 Sabah provided 
forgenml mobilization for those between 1 8 
and 50 years of age. the extension of military 
service according to the needs of the arm^d 
forces and the call-up of rescr>is:>. 

Also under the provisions the ministers of 
defense and the interior would be given the 
power to arrest or expel all dtizens of 18 or 
over of an “enemy" country or one with 
which diplomatic relations have been 


severed. 

Offidals here stressed the decree was to fill 
a gap in Kuwaiti legislation and the measure 
did not apply as a state of emergency had not 
been declared. Hie Kuwaiti armed forces 
number some 10,000 men. 

According to New Zealand's Prime Minis- 
ter Rqbcrt Muldoon, the United States no 
considers urgent the setting up of an 
international fleet to keep the Hormuz Strait 
open. 

Muldoon, who had a two-hour working 
lunch in Washington Saturday with Ameri- 
can Secretary of State Edmund Muskie, said 
Muskie fell the war was slowing.

stationed on the territory of Afghanistan.” 
The U.N. General Assembly shied away 
from mentioning the nationality of the inter- 
lopers when it voted 104-18 with 18 obsten- 
tions last Jan. 14 to call for "the immediate, 
total and unconditional withdrawal of all the 
foreign troops from Afghanistan.” 

Thai resolution was adopted at the assem- 
bly’s sixth emergency session, arranged after 
the Soviet Union vetoed a somewhat similar 
resolution in the^ Security Council. 

Now in its three- month 35th regular ses- 
sion. the assembly has agreed to debate the 
situation in Afghanistan again Nov. 3-5. 

Named to be nucleus of the newly created 
Islamic drafting committee were: Algeria, 
Bangladesh, Guinea. Indonesia. Iran, 
Kuwait, Morocco, Pakistan. Senegal and 
Tunisia, plus the Islamic Conference 
Secretary-General, Habib Chaiti. also a 
Tunisian. 

All those countries voted for the resolution 
of the emergency session except Algeria and 
Guinea, which abstained.

Pilot’s delay questioned 


Hussein open 
with support 
for Iraqis 

BAGHDAD. Oct. 5 (Agencies) — Jor- 
dan's King Hussein publidy announced his 
support for Iraq in the two-week long war 
with Iran Sunday after a 24-hour visit to the 
Iraqi capital. "We are with Iraq,” be said, 
according to Baghdad radio. 

Iran has ignored all previous agreements 
with Iraq,” the king was quoted as saying. "In 
view of our feelings for our Arab neighbor I 
can now say we are with Iraq.” 

The Jordanian monarch did not elaborate 
further on the statement. 

Hussein has pledged military aid for Iraq 
and officials in Jordan have said Iraqi trans- 
port planes have sheltered on Jordanian soil 
from Iranian air strikes. But there has been 
no indication of Jordan sending troops or 
joining the battle on Iraq's side. 

The Jordanian monarch, was the first Arab 
leader to voice open support in favor of Iraq 
at (he start of the war between the two Gulf 
nations. In an interview published in Paris 
Saturday. Hussein offered military support to 
Iraq. 

Hussein and Prime Minister Mudar Bad- 
ran returned Sunday to Amman. 

Jordanian-Iraqi relations have been grow- 
ing doser in the recent years since Baghdad 
slackened its ties with the Soviet Union and 
abandoned its extreme radir- policies in TV* - 
Middle East.' 

Diplomatic sources said Hussein had 
already given practical help by allowing Iraqi 
transport aircraft to use Jordanian air force 
bases as safe havens in the first days of the 
Gulf war. 


JEDDAH, Oct. 5 (SPA) — The fire that 
broke out aboard Saudia's TriStar flight No. 
163, and resulted in the death of all 287 pas- 
sengers and 14 crew members, began in the 
luggage compartment, Saudi Civil Aviation 
Department officials said' Sunday. 

The report questioned the pilor' s handling 
of the situation, saying it was a prime factor in 
the events that resulted in the aircraft's burn- 
ing. 

The department's communique was based 
on the conclusions of a high-level, 40- meter 
international commission of enquiry. 

Experts from Saudia and other countries 
recently completed the first stage of the 
investigation. Offidals said the cause of the 
fire has not been determined yet. Remains of 
the wreckage are being analyzed in the King- 
dom, the United States and Britain in an 
effort to determine the exact cause. 

The commission ruled our the possibility of 
explosive charges. First -reports mentioned 
butane cooking stoves that were used by pas- 
sengers in the rear of the plane, but the 
expert's report proved the fire undoubtedly 
started in the luggage compartment. How- 
ever, the use of cooking stoves might have 
complicated matters, the report said. 

Data used by the board of enquiry on the 
Aug. 19 tragedy came from the control 
tower's recording equipment, the cockpit's 
black box, records of the crew members and 
maintenance staff, and eye witnesses. 

/The commission found that passengers 
died from asphyxiation as the fire consumed 
the cabin's oxygen. The commission said the 
crew could not do its job correctly with fire 
extinguishers since the fire was in the luggage 
compartment and not in the cabin. 

The commission found the doors and 
emergency exits could have been opened, if 
not electrically then manually, bad the crew 
not been asphyxiated. Another factor, the 
report said, was that the cabin crew was sepa- 
rated by mounds of bodies in front of the 
doors. 

The report attributed unnecessary delays 
to the pilot in adding to the problems for the 
pla.-e and passengers. Eleven minutes after 
th. Jeddah-bound flight departed from 
’ » ach aiTpoit. an optical and sonar alarm in 
the cockpit signaled the presence of smoke in 
one luggage compartment underneath the 
tail. Instead of turning back immediately, the 
pilot had the crew check for a malfunction in 
the alarm. Five “precious” minutes were lost. 

And instead of landing the plane and stop- 
ping immediately to evacuate the passengers 
according to emergency procedures, the cap- 
tain taxied the plane to the end of the runway, 
according to the report. By this time the fire 
trad gained in intensity and the smoke spread 
to the area where passengers amassed in the 
front of the plane. 

- Recordings also showed the captain did not 
notify the crew of the emergency or order 
them to brace themselves before landing and 
evacuate the passengers from the emergency 

Kremlin backs 
Syrians’ role 
in M.E. peace 

DAMASCUS, Syria Oct. 5 ( AP) — Soviet 
Communist Party leader Leonid Brezhnev on 
Sunday pledged the Kremlin's solid support 
for Syria in its opposition to the U.S.- 
sponsored Camp David agreement between 
Egypt and Israel for an overall Middle East 
peace. 

Brezhnev reaffirmed the Soviet pledge in a 
telegram of congratulations be dispatched to 
Syrian President Hafez Assad on his 50th 
birthday on Oct. 6. The Syrian official news 
agency Sana released the text of the telegram 
a day earlier. 

Meanwhile a letter to Assad said to be 
written by Gaston Thorn, the European 
Economic Community's envoy to the Middle 
East, demanded that Syria be included in any 
comprehensive peace in the Middle East. 

The Syrian news agency also reported the 
arrival of this letter from Thom, Luxem- 
bourg's foreign minister, who said Assad 
played “an essential role” in Mideast affairs. 

"Syria’ s stands have a decisive influence on 
the situation in- the Middle East.” the agency 
quoted Thorn as telling Assad. 

‘‘There can be no just and comprehensive 
peace without Syria," Thom said, according 
to thfe agency. 

Brezhnev's message came as Assad pre- 
pared for an offidai visit to Moscow in mid- 
October during which he is expected to sign a 
treaty of friendship and cooperation or a 
defense pact that would upgrade Syrian- 
Soviet relations. 

. "1 am confident that developing and 
deepening Syrian-Soviet relations will serve 
die interests of our nations and the cause of 
peace in the Middle East, " Brezhnev said. 

Syrian offidals have been speaking about a 
“qualitative leap” in improving relations with 
Moscow as a prelude for massive arms ship- 
ments designed to establish military parity 
between Syria and Israel.

Nahar quoted Syrian Foreign Minister Abdul 
Halim Khaddam as telling its U.N. corres- 
pondent that Assad's upcoming visit would 
"consolidate Soviet- Arab relations in a way 
that would cement the Arab confrontation 
ability.”

At that 
time, fire trucks moved alongside the aircraft 
and were prepared to take any necessary 
action, but needed to wait for the plane to 
come to a standstill and shut down the 
engines before they could go near the plane 
and open the doors. 

However, when the plane halted, the 
engines were not shut down, nor were the 
doors and emergency exits opened from 
inride. The experts said it is exactly at that 
time that the density of smoke and poisonous 
gases increased inride the plane so quickly 
that the oxygen was exhausted. 


The commission found that all the plane's 
pilots were qualified, that the plane was in 
jood condition with sound maintenance, ihat 
the control tower was properly equipped and 
its personnel able to do their job. that the 
airport forfighting squad was properly equip- 
ped and properly postioned to intervene and 
that the measures taken by the Saudi Civil 
Aviation Authority and Saudia to ensure the 
safety of air transport in Lhe Kingdom were 
safe and sound. 

The commission included experts from the 
Civil Aviation Authority, Saudia, the U.S. 
Federal Aviation Board, the National Coun- 
cil for Air Travel Safety in the United States, 
the International Civil Aviation Organiza- 
tion affiliated to the United Nations, the 
Accidents Inquiry Bureau in Britain, Lock- 
heed and Trans World Airlines.

19 killed in Gulf rig accident 


BAHRAIN. Oct. 5 (Agencies) — A team 
of disaster specialists hoped to make their 
first attempt Sunday to cap an out of control 
oil rig in the Gulf where 19 men died in a 
doud of poison, gas. * 

The U.S.-owned rig has been belching 
explosive hydrogen sulphide since Thurs- 
day s blowout. A spokesman for the Arabian 
American Oil Company (Aramco) said the 
team from the disaster company run by 1 
Texan Red Adair would try to board the rig 
Sunday and cap the well. 

The gas doud suffocated 19 men and put 
19 others in the hospital. The 38 other crew- 
men scrambled to safety on life rafts aiftf' by 
helicopter. 

The rig. operated for Anunco by Reading 
and Bates offshore drilling company , struck a 
dense pocket of gas 100 miles north of the oil 
terminal of Ras Tanura. 

The dead have not been identified, but a 


survivor, Filipino Elsie Caraig, said from 
hospital in Dhahran that they induded 
Filipinos, Pakistanis and Europeans. The 
U.S. consulate ir. Dhahran said two Ameri- 
cans were among those killed. 

Caraig said he watched the workmen col- 
lapse on the deck as gas and oil spurted from 
the well head. Some of the crew tried to put 
on oxygen masks but were too late, he added. 
Spare survivors were plucked from liferafts in 
the sea. 

Hospital sources said two of the men 
affected by the gas were unconsdous when 
they reached the Aramco hospital in 
Dhahran. But all 19 were recovering and 
some had been released. 

A spokesman of the Ministry of Petroleum 
and Mineral Resources said that there was no 
fire but attempts to control the gas leakage 
had failed, which led to abandoning the well 
until adequate equipment and experts were 
assembled to tackle it.

Sheikh Abdul 
Aziz ibn Baz. chairman of the departments of 
scholarly research, religious ruling, religious 
guidance and call to Islam. The meetings 
were to be concluded Sunday night. 

The issue of Chad refugees was given prior- 
ity by the board because of the bloodshed 
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they are faring, Saqqa said. The board called 
on both sides fighting in Chad to stop the war 
and negotiate a settlement to save the Muslim 
blood being shed. 

. Among the issues discussed by the board 
was uniting the beginning of months and fes- 
tivals on the Hijra calender. The Islamic fore- 
ign ministers conference of Islamabad has 
recommended the World Muslim League and 
the Organization of the Islamic Conference 
to prepare a memoranda in the uniting of 
Hijra month beginning and festivals.

Sadat rejected the offer because “while he 
is quite happy that any agreement should be 
implemented in Gaza first, it cannot be done 
without an overall agreement on the future of 
Gaza and the West Bank," Steel said. 

Steel said, “We in the European democ- 
racies must place the Middle East higher up 
the agenda in our own political thinking.” 

“It is very important that we lend our 
weighing part in the efforts to secure a Middle 
East peace settlement and don’t just leave it 
to the people on the spot.” he said. 

Steel -and his group have visited Syria, 
Israel, Lebanon, Jordan and Egypt. The 
Brisith Liberals are scheduled to leave Egypt 
Wednesday. 

Meanwhile, Egyptian Foreign Minister 
Kama] Hassan Ali said Saturday night that 
talks between the United States, Egypt and 
Israel on Palestinian autonomy would be 
resumed at heads of delegation level in 
Washington OcL 14. 

Ali, who arrived here from Washington 
after two weeks of talks told reporters that 
problems obstructing agreement remained 
unchanged and that Israel had made no 
efforts toward removing them. 

In another development, Shimon Peres, 
leader of the Israeli Labor Party, warned 
Arabs Saturday they should give up their 
cause in establishing an independent Palesti- 
nian state or else face a fifth Mideast war. 

In an article published simultaneously in 
the influential October magazine here and in 
two Israeli newspapers, Al Hamishmar and 
\he Jerusalem Post , Peres said the Palestinian 
question should be settled within a 
Jordanian-Palestinian framework instead. 


Israel said training Haddad’s 
militias for terrorist attacks 


DAMASCUS, OcL 5 (API - Syria's 
government-controlled newspaper Teshrin 
accused Israel Sunday of recruiting rightist 
Christian militiamen from South Lebanon to 
train them for terrorist attacks in the rest of 
the Arab world. 

The paper said the first batch of 40 
“Israeli-trained terrorists” .have been sent 
back to the “free Lebanon” border enclave 
after finishing their course in a training center 
identified as Chadira in lfirael. 

“Free Lebanon" is controlled by renegade 
Lebanese army Maj. Saad Haddad whose 
militia has been armed, fed and dothed by 
Israel to drive Palestinian commandos off its 
northern flank. 


Teshrin said the trainees would be dis- 
patched to cany out “sabotage acts and polit- 
ical assassinations in the Arab world ... and 
assist ’ reactionary regimes to implement 
imperialist and Zionist schemes ” 

The paper said this was the first time that 
Israel was training Haddad 1 s militiamen for. 
“terrorist assignment" in the Arab world. 

Haddad has said he cooperates with Israel 
to “rid Lebanon of Palestinian and Syrian 
presence." He was labeled a traitor by the 
Lebanese government , of President . Elias 
Sarkis. 

The Syrians have a 22,000-man army in 
Lebanon policing a 46- month- old dvil war 
armistice. 


Israel, U.S. to continue oil talks 


‘ TEL AVIV, Ocl 5 (R) — Israeli Energy 
Minister Yitzhak Modai left for Washington 1 
Sunday to continue talks with American offi- 
cials on an agreement which would assure 
Israel oil supplies in an emergency. 

The United States agreed to provide Israel 
with necessary fuel in an emergency, when 
Israel agreed to relinquish the Sinai oil fields 
it had developed, and handed back to EgypL 


Since then Israej and the U.S. have differed 
over the interpretation of the word 
emergency. Israel has d aimed that the steep 
rise in oil prices in the world market, consti- 
tutes such a situation.

BEIRUT, Ocl 5 (AP) — Police estimate 
1,800 people have been killed and 2,000 
injured in inter- communal strife and violence 
in Lebanon during the past nine months, a 
Lebanese newspaper said Sunday. 

The French-language daily, L ’ Orient u 
Jour, said its casualty count was based on 


police records! The paper "also estimated 
80,000 people were killed and 200,000 
wounded in the 1975-76 Civil war. 

The Associated Press estimate for the first 
nine months of 1980, based on a variety of 
sources inducing police, is 1 ,461 killed com- 
pared to 90 violent deaths in all of 1979.

Israel blames French cabinet 
for bomb attacks on Jews 


TEL AVIV, OfL 5 (Agencies) — Israel 
has blamed the government of French Presi- 
dent Valery Giscard cTEstaing for the bomb 
attack on a Paris synagogue in which four 
persons, induding an Israeli citizen died. 

Although no official government state- 
ment on the bombing was issued, Israel radio 
quoted Prime Minister Menahem Begin as 
saying that the French government was indi- 
rectly respoo&ble for the wave of attacks on 
Jews in France. 

“Paris' policy is against the Jewish state 
and so the government influences Frenchmen 
to be anti-Semitic and almost Nazis," Begin 
was quoted as saying Saturday night. 

According to a television report. Begin' s 


cabinet will discuss the Paris attack at its 
weekly meeting Sunday and will issue a 
communique “condemning the French gov- 
ernment's. anti-Israel and anti-Zionist 
policies" as being responsible for the attacks 
on France's Jewish community. 

Roni Milo, chairman of a parliamentary 
committee on immigrant absorption, called 
for a special session of Israel's KnesseLto 
debate the anti-Semitic attacks in France. 

Deputy Minister Yoram Adridor told 
Reuters: “It is not surprising that this should 
have happened in France which is presently 
setting up an atomic reactor in Iraq which 
could be used to build atomic bombs for use 
against the Jews of Israel” 


Top U.S. military official 
in Israel after Egypt visit 


TEL AVIV, Oct. 5 ( AP) — Gen. David C. 
Jones, chairman of the U.S. Joint Chiefs of 
Staff, arrived from Egypt Sunday for a one- 
day visit that includes a meeting with Prime 
Minister Menahem Begin. 

Jones received a red-carpet welcome and 
full military honors upon his arrival at Ben- 
Gurion Airport, but neither he nor his Israeli 
counterpart, Ll Gen. Raphael Eytan, made a 
statement.

The Rater af Kuwait has approved a law empowering bim to order 
compulsory ca&scriptioafor military service of dll male citizens aged 
18 to 50. This mdve is tong overdue not only for Kuwait, but for the 
rest of the states of the Arabian Peninsula oooadenng the threats to 
and on their wealth and resources faced over the last few 

years through -no fault of their own. They are even being "over 
protected.” allegedly for their own sake. 

The Kuwaiti law wffl probably be or should be emulated elsewhere 
in die region, now ip die throes of a major war between two of its 
biggest states, Iraq and Iran. Apart from the war die Arab states of 
the rcgjkm have small armies, although some of them exceedingly 
well equipped. But depending on voluntary consc ri ption in under- 
populated countries like these, has not been very satisfactory.. The 
neol for manpower to enhance the capabilities of the armed forces 
has always been in foremost in die thinking of nri&tary planners. 

'Already a number of stasis in the region axe studying ■jmilar 
moves which axe calculated to provide a trained manpower reservoir. 
The handicap caused fay small populations in states conveted fay 
Others may be considerably eased throogh oompuhnty oonscription- 
Israd has almost enraybody, males and females, underarms. During 
war time the armed forces can call hundreds of thousands of reser- 
vists to take up arms. When the war ends, they go back to their 
factories, farms and shops. 

The importance of die Kuwaiti law and similar ones to be promul- 
gafied in other Arab states lies also in the creation of a mihtarily- 
trained generation of Arabs, many of whom have tittle or no idea 
about die vast complexity of motion weaponry winch keeps getting 
more sop h isti c a t ed and phenomenally mare expensive every year. 

Such training win proride mOitaiy leaders and planners with an 
increased m anp o wer supply and the trainees themsdves with useful 
knowledge and physical fitness ex e rc ise s many of diem have long 
abandoned or never really cared for. At the same time, modem 
mi l i t ar y science training will enrich the hundreds of thousands of 
‘draftees and create a class of skilled people whom die regonheeds so 
badly at present and will need even more in die years to come. 

The Yemen Arab Republic has been implementing such a scheme 
for two years with considerable success, although xtnao no serious 
problems with re c r ui t m ent given a population estimated to be over 
eight million. There as well, most ablebodied maralready know how 
to use small arms and cany diem on themselves as a matter of 
personal pride. The authorities there report excellent results and , we 
hope, die same will be die case elsewhere in the region.

WASHINGTON — 

The scene: Ebeoezer Baptist Church in Atlanta, 
Georgia, spiritual home of Or Martin Luther King. 
The time: A Tuesday morning last month. The 
audience: an aD-black congregation of the Carter 
faithful. In the pulpit: the president of die United 
States, who chooses this moment to accuse his 
Repub&can opponent, Ronald Reagan, of practic- 
ing die politics of “racism” and “hatred”. 

He goes ou to say that, if he is re-elected, the 
promised land will ' soon be in sight. Exit, to cries 
of “Hanehijah”. 

Jimmy Cartel's current impersonation of an 
American president seems on par, from what we 
have heard over here, with Peter O'Toole’s mac- 
beth. Rarely has so great a role been so demeaned. 
Now the knives are out, and die kexchnp is about to 
flow. 

If Carter ultimately contrives toNwin re-election, I * 
fear he wifi have play’d most foufy for L Not content 
with refusing to debate die issues, be is waging a 
propaganda campaign against Reagan even less 
seemly than that waged against Goldwater in 1964. 
The 1980campaign is becoming a textbook study in 
what Reagan's running-mate, George Bush, has 
called “knee-tn-the -groin” politics. 

It is traditionally the vice-presidenti a l candi d ate s 
who trade muted abuse, while their senior partners 
trade views on die matters of the day. Not so tins 
year. The president is none too keen to ifiscuss the 
matters of the day, most of which tell against faun. 
So he has conumssoned a script which merely vil- 
ifies fans opponent. 

You can cadReagan alotof names, bnt scarcely a 
racist. Carter's specific charge was that the then 
out-of-work actor “opposed the 1964 Gvil Rigjhts 
Act.” This was true, as Reagan himself conceded. 
-He went oo to say that many Republicans opposed 
foe form of die bill at die time — also true — hut 
foat he hmK^ has king sinre dec£red it satisfac- 
tory m practice Reag^ as Outer hoped, spent all 
foe day on the defensive. 

History also relates, however, that then Georgia 
State Senator Jimmy Outer made no public 
speeches or statements in finer of the 1964 CSvfl 
Rights Act. His press secretary, Jody PoweD, con- 
firmed this recently without adding this necessary 
footnote. The act was, to put it mildly, unpopular 
arbnnd the South. It losta lot of Democrats, indud- 
ing State Senator £mmy*Ghrter, their seals. 

Carter also accused Reagan of using “radal code 
words.” This unpleasant corner of the American 
political lexicon is perhaps best illustrated by a 
remark made in 1966 by that same Carter, running 
for foe governorship of Georgia against a more 


of die above. But nor, for some reason, is anyone 
unequivocally accusing Outer of malting a political 
miscalculation, on remarkably similar lines to 
Reagan's Ko KIux Klan aberration. Presidential 
mud, it seems, sticks. 

Reagan was in Corpus Christi. Texas, at foe time, 
wooing foe Hispanic vote. His startling suggestion 
that illegal immigrants should be given jobs, and 
allowed to stay “as long as they want.” got lost in his 
rebuttal of Carter's charges. Which is perhaps just 
as well, as be later had to qualify iL ”1 said that work 
visas should have a stated termination date," he 
explained two days later. "You reporters failed to 
hear it. It was drowned by the applause." 

By that time. Carter was giving Ms first nationally 
televised news conference since Aug. 4. (That one, 
which concerned brother Billy, lasted an hour at 


mid-evening prime time; thk one ran a mid- 
aft ernoon half-hour.) Having opened with a list of 
how busy he’d been and how dungs were looking up 
for America, foe president was foen showered with 
questions about Reagan's alleged racism. 

He denied, repeatedly, that he had ever called 
Reagan a rarisL He said he did not befieve Reagan 
to bearaast, depute those u code words”. The {doy, 
as one of those present pointed out, was akin to the 
old gamhic “The fact that my opponent is fooling 
around with fats secretary shook! not be an issue iu 
this campaign.” As fass mouth moved. Cartels face 
began to realize there was a point at which all this 
m i ght become counter-productive. 

So it was not a good wed: for foe issues. As 
Ckrter played Johnson to Reagan’s Goldwater, and 
20- year-old rivil rights sore was irrelevantly 
reopened, the domestic economy, the ofl price rise 
and sundry fo rei gn policy differences went undfe-

The play, set in a private «matarin»q in 
Massachusetts, is (be tender, humorous stocy 
of a certain Mrs. Savage.

The plot evolves in a symmetrical network 
of surprises in t e r weaved with an unfoldin g 
revelation of die characters.

A prolific dramatist with an ait for expos- 
ing the foHies and weaknesses of mankmri 
Patrick is die author of some 25 published 
plays, iodadingTea/tonseqftkeAmgtist Moon. 
He gained notoriety in die 50’s with such 
great screen plays as Tknfe Cows « the F«ra - 
Own and A Many Sfrlemdoured Thing . 

The Carious Samge is one of Patrick’s les- 
ser known works amf was first produced on 
die New York Stage in 1950. The Jeddah 
players version of this bitter-sweet comedy 
has been updated. It also has undergone 
some slig ht re-writing in order to give a 
rational for the mixture of British and Ameri- 
can accents so prevalent in Jeddah Comum ty 
Theater. 

The group of dedicated thespians has been 
working six weeks in preparation forthe pro- 
duction which tuns for four nights. During 
rehearsals Arab News had the opportunity to 
speak with several of the cast about their 
theater experience and views on Patrick’s 
work. One of the stronger talents among the 
troupe is Bill Carper, cast in the role of 
Senator Titus Savage. Carper, whose youth- 
fulness and boisterous manner belie his forty 
years, has been part ci the Jeddah theater 
scene for the last three years.

Holmes takesAJi’s title 
but still seeks respect

LAS VEGAS. (LAI) — By beating Moham- 
mad Ali in Thursday's fight. Lariy Hohxtes 
proved las boring skflL It remains to be seen 
whether he win now get the respect he feds be 
deserves. A. tew weeks bask, he swept through 
Los Angeles with Don King, and a lot erf people 
nobody recognized- It was the kind of promo- 
tional blitzkrieg you set when rbere are no dollar 
guarantees from network TV. 

It was also the kind yon see when Holmes is 
involved. Which is to say that King, the wild-eyed 
promaler-ptailasopber. did most of the talking, 
holding forth non-stop, obscuring whatever real 
issues are at hand with fus baroque delivery and 
ornate logic. 

Holmes sparred some, bat to die people sum- 
moned to Sylvester StaHoae' s Culver (Sty gym it 
was sort of a sideshow in King’s little drees. 

Some erf the crowd — and it wasn’t big to begin 
with surrounded King, who was conducting a 
mass imerveiew in die stagiest of whispers.

Holmes wan the tide that was easy. Winning 
boxing's attention has been quite another thing. 
It was dear to Holmes that the only way he could 
ever do ihar was to finally beat Ali. a 38-year-old 
three- time champion who thought it might be fuo 
to go on a diet. 

“I fed good about this.” Holmes said before 
Thursday night's fight here.

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Bomb attack 
on Iraq plant 
brings risk 
of radiation 

PARIS — French engineers expressed 
relief Wednesday that the experimental nuc- 
lear reactor they built and operated near 
Baghdad had escaped disaster in Monday's 
Iranian air raid. It was □ lucky escape — and 
nobody seemed sure what would happen in 
Another raid. 

The main target of Monday's raid was 
apparently the thermal generating plant at 
Daura. It was on their return journey that the 
Iranian Phantoms launched rockets at the 
Isirak midear reactor — hitting only a few 
outlying huts. 

A new attack, with Osirak as the main, 
target, could yet destroy the Iraqi plant — ’ 
and Iraq's plans for becoming a nudear 
power — because a direct hit could release 
massive radioactive contamination. 

Engineers confirmed privately that the 
main fuel element — twelve kilos of highly 
enriched uranium — had been delivered to 
the plant two months before the attack. The 
fuel was enridied up to 93 per cent with 
uranium 235 — the material used in the 
Nagasaki bomb. Eight kilos of this material is 
sufficient to make a bomb. 

The reactcr had been slopped for initial 
checks when che war broke out. engineers 
’ said. The nudear cere was now in the reactor 
pool — presumably still vulnerable to air 
attack. 

Offidals ai the .French atomic energy 
agency said the reactor operates at atmos- 
pheric pressure and is therefore free from the 
danger of depre&surisation accidents like that 
of Three Mile Island. 

However, a new' attack could reactivate the 
fuel elements and. with cooling and other 
protection systems out of action through lack 
of electridtv, masrve contamination could 
result. 

Some engineers thought the Iranians' deci- 
sion to attack the conventional plant first was 
designed deliberately to deprive the nudear 
center of power and of its protective system. 
An emergency of this kind occurred earlier 
this year at the French reprocessing plant at 
La Hague, when both main and emergency 
power supplies failed. Here, too, disaster was 
averted because the factory was temporarily 
out of action at the time. 

The content of the annexe huts in Mon- 
day's raid was not disclosed. A French cor- 
. respondent's repprt from Baghdad that they 
were fuel storage huts was not confirmed. 

Engineers felt the Iraqis' real luck on 
Monday was that they do not yet have com- 
merdal nudear plants. If a nudear power 
station was hit by a conventional bomb or 
rocket, a contamination disaster on the scale 
of a nudear explosioi. could result.

IMF, World Bank conference

WASHINGTON, OcL 5 (R) - “It's not 
like the old days ” said a Western banker at a 
gathering of the world financial leaders last 
■week. There was’ a time when delegates at the 
annual meeting of the World Bank and Inter- 
nationa] Monetary Fund (IMF) would sit 
politely hearing pleas for help for the 
developing countries. The “rich dub” of rep- 
resentatives from the industrial nations 
would get down to whaL most journalists 
regarded as the real business of howto adjust 
and smooth out the economies of the indus- 
trialised ioduding Japan. 

It did not happen this year. The demands of 
tlie Third World, backed by China which was 
attending the annual meeting for the first 

time, have dominated the conference of 

finance ministers and central bankers from 
141 countries. 

Plans to increase aid and credit are being 
worked out by IMF and World Bank staff, 
raising the possibility — after the failure of a 
special United Nations debate on these prob- 
lems last month — that some real steps may 
be taken. But there has been resistance to any 
drastic changes in the world monetary system 
and the steps will be cautious ones. 

Several factors came together this year to 
give extra punch to the demands of the 
developing countries. 

McNamara last address 

Robert McNamara gave his last address to 
the annual meeting as president of the World 
Bank, the agency which finances projects in 
the Third World. 

McNamara, 64. who retires next June in 
what will be his 13th year as head of the 
organization, made an emotional appeal for 
more aid to the developing countries. 

China took its seat on the councils of the 
IMF and World Bank, bringing nearly one 
billion people into the community of races 


whose governments contribute to and benefit 
from the two institutions. 

It promptly joined in pressure by the 
developing countries to change the IMF, 
which was set up at Bretton Woods, New 
Hampshire, 1944, to create a financial sys- 
tem. 

China calk for new system 

Chinese Finance Minister Wang Bingqiaq 
told the meeting: “the international monet- 
ary system established in Bretton Woods can 
no longer meet the needs of our new condi- 
tions and must be reformed so as to bring 
about the early establishment of a new equit- 
able and rational international monetary sys- 
tem." 

Another element which strengthened the 
Third World argumen. was the fact that the 
chairman at this year's conference was Tan- 
zanian Finance Minis ter Amir Jamal. 

Jamal's attack 

Jamal opened the meeting with an attack 
on the IMF. He said it was out-of-date 
institution set up basically to prevent repeti- 
tions of the financial crash in the West in the 
1990’s and inadequate to meet the needs of 
the world’s new states. 

“Why are the ministries of the North deal- 
ing with finance and economic affairs giving 
the appearance of being the last bastion of an 
existing system unwilling to change, except 
most reluctantly, slowly and marginally?” he 
asked. 

Statistics on the desperate plight of the 
developing countries also had an impact. The 
industrial nations, which dominate the IMF 
because their larger contributions give them 
more votes, conceded the situation in the 
Third World urgently needed attention. 

The developing countries have been par- 
ticularly battered by rising oil prices and 
shrinking markets in the recession-hit West.

The combined current account defidt of 
the non- oil developing countries has been 
projected for 1981 at $80JriUion, afore than 
twice the 1978 defidL By c ontra st, it is esti- 
mated that members of the Organization of 
Petroleum Exporting Countries (OPEC) will 
amass something Like $115 billion in surplus 
funds this year, compared with $60 billion in 
i 1979. 

Feeling their case was stronger than ever 
before, the developing countries. made a 
strong bid easier credit and more direct aid 
and called for more powers on the IMF. The 
outcome is that several plans for action will 
be worked but by IMF staff in the coming 
mdnths. 

The IMF s interim committee, its main 
policy-making body which called for more 
airing the Third World from both industrial 
and oil exporting nations will meet in Gabon 
next spring to review their progress. 

One plan is to make loans under conditions 
which allow a longer period for a developing 
country to put its own house in order, usually, 
the IMF requires prompt action by loan- 
receiving governments to stabilize their 
finances by such methods as devaluations, 
credit-squeezes, cuts in public spending and 
consumer subsidies. 

More funds needed 

Members’ access to IMF funds will prob- 
ably be increased, giving more credit back to 
countries in proportion to their original 
quotas. For its new policies, the IMF will 
need more funds and the interim co mmi ttee 
suggests it look first to its members’ govern- 
ments. 

Under a scheme to boost funds, the IMF 
has already called for zn increase in financial 
backing next year. The committee urged gov- 
ernments to confirm this as soon as posable. 
It will then draw op plans for further 
increases in the years ahead. 

Subsidy Account 

The IMF ’s executive board has agreed to 
establish a subsidy account designed to 
reduce the cost to low-income countries of 
the use to its resources. 

The board is also studying whether it can 
give temporary financial help to low-income 
countries when they are hit by crop failures or 
sharp rises in food prices. The interim com- 
mittee is studying the possibility of linking 
IMF credit arrangements with a member 
country’s development needs. 

U.S. objections 

But the United States has objected to this 
and Britain has also warned that the IMF 
should not be changed into an aid-giving 
agency from its present role helping countries 
with balance of payments problems. 

Japan, too, has warned against any basic 
changes in the IMF. These countries have 
stressed that die IMF.and its unit of account, 
the SDR (Special Drawing Right), must 
maintain their credit worthiness in interna- 
tional financial circles, .

Abu Dhabi to establish branch 
of National Bank in Washington

WASHINGTON, Oct. 5 (WP) — The 
National Bank of Abu Dhabi has received 
tentative approval from Federal regulators to 
establish a branch in Washington that die 
Arab state plans to us as a major vehicle for 
recycling its oil money throughout the West- 
ern hemisphere. The Abu Dhabi Interna- 
tional Bank is completing requirements fora 
charter set by the U.S. comp, trotter of the 
currency and is scheduled to open for busi- 
ness later this year, said a representative of 
the bank regulatory agency. 

Hie Washington h ank will be a wholly 
owned subsidiary of the National Bank of 
Abu Dhabi, which has assets of $4.5 billion 
agd is the fifth- largest financial institution 
in die Middle: East. Abu Dhabi is already 
ariiong the most aggressive Arab states in 
investing in the United States, and the 
Washington office is expected to lead to 
further participation in American financial 
markets. 

“They want to establish* base in Washing- 
ton for their investments in tbe Western 
Hemisphere,” said David Toufic Mizrahi, 
publisher of Mideast Report, an international 
newsletter on Middle Eastern finance. “Their 
investments in tbe United States and South 
America will be channeled through this 
bank.” 

The Abu Dhabi Bank will be the second 


foreign financial institution to setup shop in 
die district of Columbia under provisions of a 
new foreign banking law that recently went 
into effect The National Bank of Pakistan 
opened an office here earlier this year. 

Abu Dhabi International Bank win also be 
the second Washington banking investment 
by residents of Abu Dhabi. 

The royal family of Abu Dhabi is- part of 
the group of three Middle Eastern investors 
who have agreed to pay $160 million for 
Financial General Bankshares Inc., die third- 
largest banking company in the Washington 
area.

Zimbabwe deports BBC men 


SALISBURY, Oct. 5 (AP) — A five- man 
film crew of the ’British Broadcasting Corp. 
was released from custody and deported from 
Zimbabwe Saturday night, said BBC editor 
George Carey. 

The men were arrested Tuesday night at a 
Salisbury hotel after police received a report 
they had filmed Manpower Minister Edgar 
Tekere at die farm where be and seven of his 
bodyguards allegedly killed a white farmer on 
Augi 4. 

The five — : David Lomax, Michael 
Spooner, Patrick O’Shea, John Tellick and 
Michael Duffield — were held at Salisbury 
central police station under the sweeping 
emergency powers, law and order ^mainte- 
nance) act on unspecified allegations. 

Carey, editor of thj BBC News Night 
program which assigned the crew to Zim- 
babwe, said he made application to the direc- 
tor of public prosecutions, Christopher 
Glaum, for their instant release on the 
grounds they could not lawfully be detained 
under the emergency power regulations. 

The editor, who arrived here from London 
Thursday morning, said neither side made 
any concessions as to whether the arrest of 
the crew was lawful. But he said “ Mr. Glaum 
agreed the men could leave this evening.”

Salisbury silent on white exodus 


SALISBURY. Oct. 5 (Guardian) — White, 
emigration from Zimbabwe continues to 
gather pace with the latest official figures 
showing an exodus of nearly 2,000 people in 
August, the highest monthly emigration fig- 
ure since 1978 when the Guerrilla war was at 
its peak. 

The August taffy brings to 7,600 the 
number of people who have officially left 
Zimbabwe since independence and probably 
puts total white emigration in this period at 
around 10,000. 

Not all whites leaving the country complete 
emigration formalities since the amount of 
cash emigrants can take with them is lower 
than the annual overseas holiday allowance. 
As a result actual white emigration is 
assumed to 25 per cent higher than the offi- 
cial figures indicate. 

Since independence the emigration figure 
has risen steadily and at the current rate this 
years exodus could easily be higher" than in 
1978 when more than 16,000 people left the 
country. Immigration,' meanwhile, continues 
to hover around 500 a month. - 

Although white politicians are likely to use 
the figures to claim dwindling white confi- 
dence in Robert Mugabe's government, the 
rate erf emigration is not being greeted with 


any dismay in government circles. 

While urging whites to stay the govern- 
ment is happy to accept the departure of 
those with few skills to over or for whom the 
adjustment to black rule proves impossible. 

Government ministers have said privately 
that Zimbabwe can afford to lose up to 
20,000 whites a year for the next three or four 
years without damaging the economy. 

Many of those leaving so far this year have 
been members of the former Rhodesian army 
whose departure following the ending of the 
war was expected. Hovever there is some 
concern that the latest wave of violence may 
hasten the departure of whites whose skills 
the country can ill- afford to lose. 

Tbflo^ing attacks’, on white farms near 
Salisbury last week and a grenade attack on a 
bar in the capital at the weekend, many 
whites are questioning the prime minister's 
ability to control either his guerrillas or grass 
roots supporters. 

But if white confidence has been shaken in 
recent weeks it is not likely to be reflected in 
tbe emigration figures until the end of the 
year. Many whites have contracts which end 
i^3ecember while others will want to wait 
lfflul the end of the school year before derid- 
ing whether to stay on in Zimbabwe.

Trudeau seeks act 

OTTAWA. Oct. 5 (R) — Prime Minister 
Pierre Trudeau can expect tough resistance 
Monday from opposition and provincial 
leaders to his plans for legislation to bring 
Canada’s century-old constitution across 
from Britain. . .

A coast guard spokesman said the worsen- 
ing weather had forced officials to abandon 
plans to airlift survivors to an air force medi- 
cal center in Yakutat, 120 miles north of the 
burning ship. Thirteen were flown to Alaska 
by the retumiog helicopters but the others 
would have to remain aboard the William - 
burgh until it reached the port of Valdez, tbe 
coast guard said. 

A spokesman for the ship’s owners, the 
Holland- America line, said in Tbe Hague 
-that its passengers were mostly American. 
The officers were Dutch, the crew mostly 
Indonesian. 

It is not the first time the Prinsedam has 
caught fire. The Holland- American spokes- 
man said there was a blaze while the ship was 
being built near Rotterdam seven years ago 
and the launch was delayed. 

Cancer rampant 
in soldiers from 
Nevada N-site 

CHICAGO, Illinois, Oct. 5 (AP) — US. 
soldiers engaged in maneuvers near the site 
of 1957 nuclear bomb tests in Nevada 
developed leukemia at more than twice the 
expected rate, a newly- published study says. 

According to preliminary studies, nine 
leukemia cases occurred among the 3,224 
soldiers, compared with an expected inci- 
dence of 3.5 cases, the article reported. All 
but one of the nine are dead. 

“If not a chance occurrence, the apparent 
excess of leukemia suggests that such persons 
may have received more radiation than pre- 
viously supposed or that low doses of radia- 
tion may be more carcinogenic than past 
estimates predicted.” said the article in the 
recent Journal of American Medical Associa - 
Cum. - 

The study by National Center for Disease 
Control doctors Glyn Caldwell, Delle Kelley 
and Clark Heath Jr. focuses on the Aug. 31, 
1957 detonation of a 44-kiloton nuclear 
bomb. 

The doctors, who have been studying the 
effects of the detonation for more than three 
years, had reporred in the CDCs" Morbidity 
and Mortality Weekly Report” last year that 
eight cases of leukemia bad been found. 
Their report in JAMA includes the discovery 
of the ninth case and details about their sur- 
vey. 

The nine men with leukemia were among 
fee troops who saw the detonation and later 
practiced maneuvers in an area possibly con- 
taminated wife fallout from fee bomb, the 
article said. 

To date, the doctors have obtained and 
analyzed 2,459 of fee soldiers' case histories.

PEKING. OcL 5 (AFP) — The Commun- 
ist Chinese parliament has been asked to 
change the wording of the country’s national 
anthem, which calls on the people to “March 
for ever under the banner of Mao Tse-Tung” . 

New dina News Agency, reporting last 
month's debates in the national assembly, 
said a motion called for the restoration of the 
original words of the anthem, which were 
changed in 1978. 

Observers said the motion was an indirect 
critrism of Communist Party Chairman Hua 
Gnofeog, who was responsible for the 
change. A dose collaborator of Hua. Zhang 
Pinghua, headed the special committee of the 
party propaganda department which wrote 
the new words. 

The current anthem, which in fact has 
never been sung in public, ends with the 
words, 1 'Let us march, march, for ever waving 
the bahner of Mao Tse-Tung ” 

Observers noted that this was no longer in 
line wife fee current process of "de- 
Maoisatiori", including fee removal of his 
portraits from almost all public places. 

The author of fee original anthem, Tian 
Han. who died as a result of "persecution" 
during the Cultural Revolution, was also 
posthumously rehabilitated last year. 


Another song praising Mao may also have 
its words modified if the suggestions of a 
literary- review are adopted. The review, 
Dushu, pointed out feat fee revolutionary 
hymn "The East is Red,” broadcast by 
China’s first artificial satellite launched in 
April. 1970, described Mao as the national 
“Savior” and was thus in con tradition wife a 
more venerable Communist anthem, the 
“ Internationale” , which proclaims there is no 

supreme savior.

When 
the Canadians held the North- 
South cards at the first table, 
they got to seven spades on the 
sequence shown and West led 
a heart, won by South with the 
nine. 


Declarer played the queen 
of spades at trick two and, 
after West followed suit with 
the deuce. South had to make 
a critical decision. After 
giving full weight to all factors 
— including East's “unusual 
no trump” overcall that 
represented great length in 
hearts and dubs — South 
finessed the queen. 

This turned out to be an 
unfortunate decision, because 
East scored his singleton king 
and the contract went down 
one — 100 points. Had declarer 
gone up with the ace of spades 
at trick two he would have 
scored 2^10 points instead! 

It is hard to quarrel with 
South’s judgment in the 
matter, since he made the 
play that was likely to win far 
more often than it would lose. 
Perhaps the finger of blame 
can be pointed more correctly 
at South for his failure to pass 
six spades instead of taking a 
very precarious stab at seven. 

When the U.S. North-South 
pair played the hand, they got 
to six spades and stopped 
there. West led the jack of 
dubs, which South ruffed. 
Declarer, taking- no chances, 
played the queen of spades, 
wont up with the ace, caught 
the king , and thus made the 
slam with an overtrick for a 
score of 1,460 points. 
Ironically, the declarer who 
bid six made seven, while the 
dedans- who bid seven made

Belgium premier resigns 


BRUSSELS. Oct. 5 (AP) - King 
Baudouin began meeting with political lead- 
ers over the weekend in an effort to avoid the 
fall of the government of Prime Minister Wil- 
fried Martens. 


The premier, who heads a coalition of Con- 
servatives, Christian Democrats and Social- 
ists, formally offered his resignation to the 
king on Saturday afternoon. It followed a rift 
within the government over how to cut Bel- 
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Threatens strikers 

Kania hits party chiselers 


WARSAW, On. 5 (AFP) — Communist 
Party first secretary Stanislaw Kania Satur- 
day warned abuseft of government privilege 
that they would be exposed and punished, 
announced strict economic reforms and 
threatened to cut off talks with all workers 
who failed to an in Poland’s best interests. 

“Every case of dishonest}' and abuse will 
be analyzed meticulously by the control 
commission, the supreme control chamber 
and the prosecutors office." he promised 
during a speech to a plenary session of the 
party central' committee. "Cases discovered 
will be severely punished.” 

Owners of villas and country houses, he 
said, would have their payments scrutinized 
over the past 1 0 years, and illegal acquisitions 
would be exposed. 

The central committee resumed its plenary 
session Sunday after adjourning Saturday 
night. The session was again to discuss ques- 
tions of “organization." particularly involv- 
ing changes in party leadership. 

Concerning the economy, Kania warned 
Saturday that improper purchases of foreign 
manufacturing licences would aisoi result in 
severe sanctions, and added that a series of 
measures would be presented for parliamen- 
tary approval next week to res trim invest- 
ments, and ban all long-term speculation. 

Noting “extreme tension" in the food mar- 
kets. Kania also announced an increase in 
food imports from the Soviet Union and 
other eastern countries, hut could promise no 
improvement in meat supplies uutil the end 
of 19S1. 

Kania said the economic reform package 
would also include means to increase produc- 
tivity. grant autonomy to various enterprises 
and give the central government more coor- 
dinated economic development controls. - 

Concerning the workers, Kania refrained 
from specifically naming the new union fed- 
eration “solidarity" during his speech, but 
denounced the one-hour strike called by the 
Union Friday. 

“There is no possible dialogue except with 


those who. while criticizing the negative 
phenomena (in Poland), speak out in favor of 
a renewal for the good of the country." 

He also promised that the government 
would be “vigilant and firm towards manifes- 
tations of anarchy and activities directed 
against the bases of socialism." Kania also 
criticized former First Secretary Edward 
Gierek and former Prime Minister Pyotr 
Jaroszewicz for what he called the “arrog- 
ance" and their unwillingness to take critic- 
ism. and added that their excesses had stem- 
med from economic successes from 1970 to 
1975. 

“One section of the politburo members 
had tried several times to correct their errors 
and bring attention to the negative 
phenomena, but without succeeding," he 
said. 
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Soviets claim wreck 

TOKYO, Oct. 5 (AFP) — The Soviet 
Union has laid a claim to a sunken Czarist 
Russian ship being salvaged by Japanese 
treasure hunters off Nagasaki, southern 
Japan. . 

The Soviet Charge d" Affaires in Tokyo. 
Boris Zinovj’ev. told senior Japanese Foreign 
Ministry official Tofhiaki Mu to that the 
8.524-ton cruiser Admiral Nakhimov and all 
its assets belong to the Soviet Union and any 
search or salvage operatioti concerning the 
ship should be subject to Soviet approval. 

The Admiral Nakhimov, the flagship of the 
Russian Baltic Fleet, was torpedoed and sunk 
in May 1 905 during the Russo-Japanese war 
while carrying gold coins, gold bars, platinum 
ingots and other jewels estimated to be worth 

millions of dollars. 

Nippon Marine Development Co. of 
Tokyo located the ship at a point about 9.6 
kilometers southeast of Tsushima Island off 
Nagasaki last June and announced the dis- 
covery of a platinum ingot, valued at about 
$238,000 in mid- September.

A communique nf the royal palace at 
Laeken in suburban Brussels said the king 
will decide later whether to accept the resig- 
nation of Belgium's 26th post-war govern- 
ment. It is expected the king will not officially 
act on the resignation until at least Monday or 
Tuesday. 

In the meantime, the monarch is to meet 
with political leaders to sec if the current 
crisis cannot be ended with the fall of the 
government that was formed only four and a 
half months ago. Disagreement within the 
coalition came to a head in recent days when 
the conservative government members 
insisted the proposed savings of $500 million 
through cuts in unemployment, sickness and 
pension benefits were insufficient. 

The Conservatives also found proposed 
increases in the national health insurance 
premiums that would have yielded $4 1 3 mil- 
lion in revenue not enough. 

At a press conference after visiting the king 
to offer his resignation. Martens insisted his 
proposed measures “were balanced." 

Until King Baudouin accepts or rejects the 
resignation of Martens, a Flemish Christian 
Democrat, the government remains in office. 
If the monarch accepts the resignation. Mar- 
tens will likely be asked to remain in office as 
a caretaker premi*. 

At his press conference Martens insisted 
his coalition partners “agreed in essence" on 
the reform of the social security program that 
has left the country $7.2 billion in the red. He 
said, however, “There remained differences 
of opinion that are minimal." 

The coalition of Christian Democrats, 
Socialists and Conservatives hold a 177-seat 
majority in the 212-member Chamber of 
Representatives. The government oeeds at 
least a two-thirds majority to complete a con- ' 
troversial program of constitutional reform 
aimed at granting powers of self-government 
to Belgium s ever- feuding Flemish and 
French-Jjjeaking communities. 

Martens cannot continue without the Con- 
servatives who hold 37 seats and finish the 
changes .in the constitution as he will no 
longer have the necessary two- thirds par- 
liamentary majority. 

The first phase of the reforms — that 
involved the creation of regional assemblies 
and executives in Flanders, Belgium's 
Flemish-speaking northern half, and 
French-speaking Wallonia in the south — 
took effect on Oct. 1 . Still to be settled is the 
future of Brussels — an officially bilingual 
but overwhelmingly French- speakng city 
entirely situated in Flemish-speaking Bel- 
gium. 

Foreigners fill 
gap in American 
science schools 

WASHINGTON. Ocl 5 (WP) - Non- 
Americans buy up houses in Beverly Hills 
and U.S. banks and the stock of stee 1 and auto 
companies, but one less- noticed foreign inva- 
sion is in American science education. 

The United States produces only about 

1 .000 Ph. D. physicists every year, and about 
320 of those are foreigners. In engineering, 
foreigners make up more than 33 per cent nf 
the Ph. D. graduates. 

Although three-quarters of the foreigners 
will take the degrees and go home, the 
number who stay here to get full-time jobs is 
growing and the total is* between 5 per cent 
and 1 0 per cent higher than it was a decade 
ago. 

The influx of foreign students into gradu- 
ate science studies in America has [wo chief 
causes — first, more foreigners can afford to 
send children here to get an education. The 
American dollar is worth less, and they have 
more of their currency to trade for dollars. 

Second, American students have been 
turning away from some basic sciences, study- 
ing at the graduate level especially, for the 
past decade. Because of this, shortages of 
students have developed and chairmen of 
physics departments have filled the gaps with 
foreigners, according to Susanne Ellis, statis- 
tician for the American Institute of Physics. 

Thus some statisticians feel, the United 
States may face a shortage of scientists io 
physics and chemistry both in basic research 
and in industry- in the next decade. 

The number of graduate physics students 
has dropped in 10 years from I5.U0U to 

1 0.000 a year, according ro Ellis. 

In chemistry, the number 'of students in 
graduate school has dropped about 20 per 
cent, from 2,200 a decade ago to 1,540 this 
year, according ro Robert Newman of the 
American Chemical Society. 

Students began to turn away from physics 
and chemistry in 1970, when economic con- 
ditions forced cuts in research funds, and 
when Space and nudear research programs 
* began to narrow. Hie number of jobs in uni- 
versities stopped growing, and science and 
engineering jobs available in industry drop- 
ped to the lowest mark since Deutsch. Shea 
and Evans Inc. began keeping an index in 
1961.

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Afghans ride secret ‘rails’ to Pakistan 


PESHAWAR. Pakistan Oct. 5 (AP) - 
There are no timetables dt first-class service 
on the underground railroad transporting 
refugees out of Soviet-occupied Afghanistan. 

Some are guided to neighboring Pakistan 
on foot through mountain passes sown with 
exploding anti-personnel devices. Others 
ride 30 to a van built for 12. or stuffed in 
metal cases and loaded on trucks along with 
other contraband. 

There arc networks operating along the 
lines of traditional tribal hospitality of “mel- 
mastia." The profit motive fuels the remain- 
der which charge the equivalent of hundreds 
of dollars — an exorbitant sum by local stan- 
dards — for the ride to Pakistan. 

Many Afghans, particularly middle-class 
city-dwellers and their draft-age songs, pay 
willingly and accept the risks. Since the 
Soviet-sponsored government in Kabul 
tightened travel restrictions and made passr 
ports practically inaccessible in recent weeks, 
the underground route is the only way. - 

“Our guides exploded three booby-traps 
by throwing rocks at them," said Abdul 
Wahid Ali, 37. who was a foreign ministry 
official before defecting in August. 

Not so lucky are the more than dozen 
patients at Lady Reading Hospital in this 
northwest Pakistani city who have lost feet 
and hands from the explosives, some shaped 
like childrens toys. 

A stepped-up conscription drive to replen- 
ish Afghan army ranks depleted by defec- 
tions, has been a boon to the underground 
railroad in the past month. Scores of draft 
dodgers arrive daily in Peshawar, on the 
opposite end of the Khyber Pass from the 
Afghan border. Two teenagers escaping 
military service were found suffocated when 
the metal trunks in which they were hidden 
were opened. 

Aside from discovery by Afghan officials, 
dangers include ambush by roving bands of 
resistance fighters or treachery by guides who 
rob and sometimes kill those who hired them. 
Afghan sources said. 

One of the best-organized operations was 
described by an American-educated univer- 
sity professor who recently came here with 
his wife, two children and a friend. “I paid 
35,0(JU Afghanis (about $815) for three 
adults to be brought from Kandhar loCha- 
man in Pakistan," he said. “Children were 
free." 

Kandahar is a southeastern provincial capi- 
tal which was once a thriving market center. 
“I was amazed how things ran like clockwork 
with each of the 12 men in the operation 
carrying out a specific function,'* said the 
academic, who requested anonymity. 

His family was among the -30 passengers 
crammed into a van designed for less than 
half that number, who were brought to a safe 
house four hours outside Kandahar.

‘Stampers’ try Everest 

LONDON, Oct. 5 (AFP) — Eight British 
climbers leave for Nepal next month to 
attempt an ascent of Everest on a shoestring 
budget of $36,000. it was announced here. 

The team, lead by 28-year-old Adam 
Rouse from Sheffield, will attack the west 
ridge of the world* s highest mountain without 
guides or Sherpa porters. They are the only 
British part}- to have permission to climb 
Everest from Nepal in the next 10 years 
because the mountain is fully booked by 
expeditions until 1991. 

The $36,000 budget makes the dimb the 
cheapest-ever attempt of Everest.

PARIS. Ocl 5 (AP) — A powerful bomb 
exploded early Sunday on the Boulevard St 
Germaine in the Latin Quarter of Paris and 
police said a woman tourist from the Nether- 
lands was badly injured. 

The bomb apparently was planted in the 
woman’s car and she was caught by the Hast 
when she got in. Sources said 33-year-old 
Carmelia Van Pusselen, from die town of 
Brunssum, may lose both her legs. 

There appeared to be a link between the 
bombing and the wave of anti- Jewish attacks 
that have rocked the Finch capital over the 
past two weeks and spurred large Jewish pro- 
test marches in Paris Saturday. 

An anonymous caller told die French news
